LSID Votes 
Central Valley 
Contract Approval 


By a margin of 188 to 1, the 
Lindaby-Strathmore _Irigation 
district voted approval of a con- 
tract for water from the Cen- 
tral Valley project at an election 
held last Tuesday. The. district 
is the first to vote such appro- 
val. 

Before the contract becomes 
valid, it must be officially sign- 
ed by district officials and the 
secretary of the interior, after 
which validity of the contract 
must be asertained in Califor- 
nia courts. 

Under terms of the contract, 
the 160-acre limitation is in ef- 
fect; the district will receive 
not to exceed 30,000 acre feet of 
Class 1 water at $3.50 per acre 
foot, and will have an opportun- 
ity to purchase Class 2 water 
as available at $1.50 per acre 
foot, and not to exceed 12,000 
acre feet of water will be trans- 
ported from the Wutchumma 
ditch through the Friant-Kern 
canal to the district for 10 cents 
an acre foot: 

The 15,000-acre district may 
receive Central valley water 
during the 1949 season. About 
two-thirds of the district is now 
under cultivation, principally 
citrus, with the one-third ba)- 
ance slated to also receive pro- 
ject water.

Mr. Carnine declares that po- 
tato growers in North Carolina 
and Virginia have been forced

“Tf the government decides 
to put the brakes on the pro- 
gram,” Mr. Carnine states, ‘‘it 
should put them on where they 
are needed. To permit states to 
grow potatoes purely based up- 
on tradition and history, des- 
regarding entirely present trends 
and the ability of a territory 
to take care of its own produc- 
tion, would be like legislating 
against airplanes in favor of 
the horse and buggy.

On the matter of citrus sel- 
ling on the Los Angeles auc- 
tion, the association has called 
attention to “red ink’ sales 
during the past orange season 
and a committee report of a 
meeting with officers of the Cal- 
ifornia. Fruit Growers Exchange 
in Los Angeles early in July 
stated in part: - 5 

“It was quite evident that 
the exchange is very favorable 
to the auction method of selling. 
It was their opinion that 
through the auction method, a 
true determination of market 
value is accomplished. The usual 
method of arriving at market 
values by ordinary trading me- 
thods is discounted as subject 
to undue influence by wholesale 
buyers, 

“The committee (of the Cali- 
fornia Citrus Producers associa- 
tion) does not agree with this 
analysis but finds the idea of 
fear of undue buyer control of 
prices very firmly fixed in the 
minds of Exchange officers ... 

“Further, the Exchange. is of 
the opinion that only through 
reducing supplies through con- 
tro] methods, such as pro-rate, 
can better prices prevail in the 
Los Angeles market under nor- 
mal conditions. The committee 
pointed out that consumer prices 
are high enough so that satis- 
factory grower returns should 
be realized. The Exchange of- 
ficials recognized this situation 
but still contend that excess 
volume is the prime cause of 
depressed prices. 

“The California Fruit Grow- 
ers Exchange officials stated 
that the exelusive- auction sales 
of citrus im LosAnegles-: was. not 
settled as a. final arrangement 
but that this-method would be 
carried om for the balance of 
this year at least on an experi- 
mental basis after which time 
permanent policy covering sales 
in this market would. be formu- 
lated and established. 

“The committée does not feel 
that extended experiments. which 
result in continued red ink grow- 
er returns is worthwhile from 
the grower standpoint. The com- 
mittee believes that sufficient 
evidence has already been estab- 
lished to justify insistence by 
the growers that: a practice caus- 
ing consistent red-ink returns 
should be discontinued promp- 
ly." . ‘
